ANNOUNCERS  The  last  ten  day  report  of  the  forest  fire  situation  in 

the  country  showed  a total  of  raore  than  nine  thousand  fires  for  this 

year*  More  than  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  of  these  fires  burned  an 

area  per  fire  of  less  than  300  acres®  And  were  it  not  for  the  skill 

and  efficiency  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service  and 

the  cooperating  State  and  CCC  organizations  many  of  the  fires  might 

have  become  a dangerous  menace  to  life  and  propertyo  However,  the 

eight  thousand  nine  hundred  comparatively  siaall  fires  cause  an  amazing 

amount  of  destruction  in  the  forest  lands  of  the  United  States.  A great 

majority  of  all  forest  fires  are  man-caused  — the  result  of  sheer 

carelessness.  Remember  this  when  you  visit  your  Nationa.l  Forests®  Never 

throw  away  burning  cigarettes  or  matches..  Drov/n  your  campfires  every 

time  before  you  leave  camp.  Observe  the  rules  of  good  woodaraanship  at 

all  times  — = On  the  Pine  Cone  National  Forest  Ranger  Jim  Robbins  was 

called  out  to  a fire  at  the  Old  Galaliad  picnic  ground.  It  was  caused  by 

a campfire  at  the  base  of  a tall,  scraggly  wolf  tree  commonly  called 

Old  Galahad^  and  from  which  the  picnic  ground  v/as  named  Because  the 

wind  was  blowing  sparks  from  the  old  tree  into  the  surrounding  timber,, 

Jim  had  to  set  his  crew  to  work  to  cut  it  down.  Then  he  and  Jerry  Q,uick, 

the  assistant  Ranger  went  up  the  creek  to  ti’y  to  locate  the  camper 

who  had  set  the  fire.  As  they  approached  a road  some  distance  up  streamy 

they  sav/  a car  driving  along  and  hailed  it.  The  driver  admitted  he  had 

built  a camp  fire  at  the  foot  of  Old  Galahad®  But  when  he  was  informed 

tiiat  he  would  be  arrested,  and  Jim  told  him  —
